Lush neg­ 
lected to notify the clerk of the coun­ 
ty of his candidacy within the p re­ 
scribed time, but at the election he 
received a majority of the votes cast. 
Price brought suit for the office in the 
district court, which was decided 
against him. Ap p eal was then taken to 
the sup reme court, which reversed the 
lower court, the p oint being that the 
law is mandatory and not directatory 
in its character, and that all p rovis­ 
ions must be carried out in its mi­ 
nutest details. 


The Government Will Pay . 
W ashington, July 30,—Indian Com­ 
missioner Morgan has notified the 
school authorities in the different 
states where Indian« are living that 
the government will p ay for the tuition 
of Indian children admitted to the 
p ublic schools. 
A« the Indians are 
not citizens, they cannot avail them­ 
selves of the advantages of the p ublic 
schools. The Indian bureau offers to 
p ay $10 a q uarter for each Indian at­ 
tending the p ublic schools. 
There 
are now in the state of Neoraska about 
a dozen children attending p ublic 
schools, and the commissioner believes 
that when the government’s offer be­ 
comes generally known the state 
authorities will endeavor to bring the 
Indian children into the schools. 


Stole a Team. 
A telegram from Princeton say s: A 
man named Henry Thomas hired a 
livery team at Lon Libbey ’s stables 
at Princeton last Friday , and has not 
turned np y et Thomas has p eop le 
living near Brainerd. 
The outfit

sup p osed to be headed for Dakota. 
Libby will p ay liberally for the ap ­ 
p rehension of the thief. 


Eighty Miles an Hour. 
A sp ecial train bearing 150 Penn­ 
sy lvania editors was run on the 15th 
of July , from Baltimore to Washing­ 
ton at an extraordinarily fast gait. It 
left Baltimore at noon, and thirty - 
five minutes later had traveled forty - 
two miles, and was in the Penn­ 
sy lvania railroad station here. The 
sp eed averaged 72 miles an hour, or 
allowing for starting and stop p ing, at 
least 80 miles for the greater p art of 
the ran. 


To far from Staples. 
H. C. Miller, who has a crew of men 
at Deerwood Lake, erecting a hotel 
and other buildings, say s the lake and 
surroundings are very handsome and 
attractive, and thinks the locality will 
become famous as a summer resort.

A telegram from Duluth say s: A 
case of almost unheard of cruelty has 
i ist come to light in West Sup erior, 
or downright dep ravity and inhu­ 
manity it cannot be excelled in the 
annals of crime. 
On the corner of 
Banks avenue and Seventh street a 
little boy under 12 y ears of age has 
been kep t imp risoned and in chains 
in the cellar of a building there, with 
no bed but the cold damp ground and 
no covering at night. 
His food con­ 
sisted mainly of scrap s and bones, 
such as a dog would not eat unless 
forced to through hunger. His cries 
for help have not been heeded, anti 
he has gradually wasted away until 
he is almost a skeleton. 
The credit 
of bringing the matter to light and 
unearthing the hideous wrong belongs 
in a large measure to J. 
D. Dickson, 
one of the emp loy es of the steel p lant. 
Mr. Dickson has been susp icious of 
there being something wrong about 
the p remise« for some time. On Mon­ 
day night last with the aid of Ser­ 
geant Douglas and two p olicemen, he 
gained access to where the boy was 
imp risoned. A p itiful sight was p re­ 
sented to the p arty . 
The p oor little 
fellow, almost naked, was ly ing in the 
ground, his hands chained behind 
him. His p hy sical strength had be­ 
come so much exhausted by his ter­ 
rible sufferings that he was unable to 
sp eak to, or even realize the p resence 
of his deliverers. 
There is no doubt 
that another week would have ended 
ed the silent tragedy . He was releas­ 
ed and taken in charge by the officers. 
It is not d ow known what action will 
be taken in the matter, as every body 
about the p remises claims to have 
been ignorant of the boy ’s condition, 
but surely some one should, aud p rob­ 
ably will, be p unished for such in­ 
human cruelty .

The sup reme court of Georgia has re­ 
fused a new trial for Tom Woolfolk, 
who murdered nine p ersons in Bibb 
county . 
Several acres of mills and lumber were 
destroy ed at Saginaw, Mich., by fire. 
The loss will aggregate nearly half a 
million. 
A strike of Union Pacific railroad meg 
is seriously threatened. The men 
the road is not keep ing its agreements 
with them. 
Herndon Morril, the well known 
Washington tenor, has accep tedjh# first 
tenor p art in the new -» perk, "The Bed 
Hussar." 
By the fall of a p avilion at Iron wood, 
Mich., 600 p ersons were p recip itated to 
the ground. Several were injured but 
none fatally . 
By a disastrous washout the Colorado 
Central waa damaged to the extent of 
$350,000. 
Twenty miles of track were 
washed away . 
Steamer Egy p t, with its cargo of 640 
cattle, was abandoned at sea on firs. The 
crew were in boats forty -eight hour* be­ 
fore being p icked np . 
At the Duluth y acht race Wednesday , 
the y acht Roamer was cap sued and its 
owner, 
C. P. Linder, and a friend, J. 
Clark, were drowned. 
Minnesota alliance men are said to be 
agitating the subject of another conven­ 
tion. iuAny of them object to the p ro­ 
ceedings of the late convention. 
A state convention of the Peop les’ 
Indep endent p arty was held at Linooln, 
Neb., and a ticket beaded by John H. 
Powers for governor nominated. 
An exp losion of fire damp occurred in 
the PeliL-ir coal mine at Stateinne, 
France, causing the death of 120 miners. 
About thirty -live others were terribly 
burned. 
Masked robbers went through the 
Eikhorn Valley p assenger train near 
Long Pine, Neb., and relieved the p as­ 
sengers of their valuables. 
No big haul 
waa made. 
The railroad situation is beginning to 
assume a serious p hase. 
The switch­ 
men in the Cincinnati Southern y ards in 
that city have joined in w ith the strik­ 
ers, and no trains are i« eing handled. 
The excursion steam er Louise and the 
Bay line steam er Virginia were in col­ 
lision near Fort Carroll, on 
the Chesa­ 
p eake. 
Four p eop le are known to have 
been killed ana seventy -five injured. 
A disp atch from Geneva say s that 
the federal council has about decided to 
exp el the Mormons from the rep ublic. 
The num ber of p ersons p rofessing Mor­ 
in onism in Switzerland has increased 
five fold in less than two y ears. 
A p arty of moonshiners made a de­ 
scent on the village of Pocahontas, Va., 
and terrorized the town for several 
hours. 
The citizens rallied w ith arm s 
and a battle ensued, in which 
the 
moonshiners were routed. 
Four were 
wounded. 
N athaniel R. Locke, the venerable 
father of the late D. R. Locke, better 
known as "Petroleum V. Nasby .” died 
at Toledo, Ohio, Friday , at the advanced 
age of 9 7 y ears. 
He was a native of 
Deerfield, Mass.. and served in the w ar 
of 1812. 
A t Buffalo, N. Y., Mrs. W ade, who 
keep s a boarding house on East M arket 
street, Mary Sy lvia, aged 16 y ears, and 
her brother John, aged 14,were arrested 
charged w ith attem p ting to p oison Annie 
¡Silkes, a dissolute woman, who lived 
w ith the children’s father. 
The W ashburn B m ill, at Minneap o­ 
lis. was started up Thursday , after an 
idleness since March. 
The Pillsbury A 
was p laced in op eration Monday and is 
now running 
at full blast. 
The m ill 
waa shut down just three weeks—the 
longest tim e it has been idle in several 
y ears. 
At Ly nn, Maas., a storr-and-a-half 


p robablv fatally injuring Katie Griffin, 
aged 14, and slightly injuring three 
other children. 
The children took ref­ 
uge in the building from the rain.

A Legend of Scotland. 
David I. of Scotland waa a merry 
monarch, fond of the chase, and sel­ 
dom heeded the good counsels of his 
friend and confessor, Alkwine, canon 
of St Augustine.

Near by lay the King himself, mo­ 
tionless, silent p allid as a statue of 
marble.

At first they

Chained to the Floor. 
A telegram from Duluth says: A 
case of almost unheard of cruelty has 
just come to light in West Superior. 
For downright depravity and inhu­ 
manity it cannot be excelled in the 
annals of crime. 
On the corner of 
Banks avenue and Seventh street a 
little boy under 12 years of age has 
been kept imprisoned and in chains 
rn the cellar of a building there, with 
no bed but the cold damp ground and 
no covering at night. 
His food con­ 
sisted mainly of scrap* and bones, 
such as a dog would not eat unless 
forced to through hunger. His cries 
for help have not been heeded, and 
he has gradually wasted away until 
he is almost a skeleton. 
The credit 
of bringing the matter to light and 
unearthing the hideous wrong belongs 
in a large measure to J. D. Dickson, 
one of the employes of the steel plant. 
Mr. Dickson has been suspicious of 
there being something wrong about 
the premises for some time. On Mon­ 
day night last with the aid of Ser­ 
geant Douglas and two policemen, he 
gained access to where the boy was 
imprisoned. A pitiful sight was pre­ 
sented to the party. 
The poor little 
fellow, almost naked, was lying in the 
ground, his hands chained behind 
him 
His physical strength had be­ 
come so much exhausted by his ter­ 
rible sufferings that he was linable to 
speak to, or even realize the presence 
of his deliverers. 
There is no doubt 
that another week would have ended 
ed the silent tragedy. He was releas­ 
ed and taken in charge by the officers. 
It is not now known what action will 
be taken in the matter, as everybody 
about the p rem ie claims to have 
been ignorant of the boy's condition, 
but surely some one should, aud prob­ 
ably will, be punished for such in­ 
human cruelty.

He was a native of 
Deerfield, Mass., and served in the war 
of 1813. 
At Buffalo, N. Y., Mrs. Wade, who 
keeps a boarding house on East Market 
street, Mary Sylvia, aged 16 years, and 
her brother John, aged 14,were arrested 
charged with attempting to poison Annie 
Wilkes, a dissolute woman, who lived 
with the children's father. 
The Washburn B mill, at Minneapo­ 
lis, was started up Thursday, after an 
idleness since March. The Pillsbury A 
was placed in operation Monday and is 
now running at full blast. The mill 
was shut down just three weeks—the 
longest time it has been idle in several 
years.

THE WHITE STAG. 


A Legend o f Scotland. 
David I. of Scotland 
w m a merry 
monarch, fond of the chase, and sel­ 
dom heeded the good counsels of his 
friend and confessor, Alkwine, canon 
of St. Augustine. 
It w m shortly after 
his coronation that “Roods Day” fell, 
a solemn occasion for the elevation ot 
crosses in the churches and religious 
ceremonies. 
In spite of the prayers 
and entreaties of the priest, the King 
would ride to the hunt with his host of 
merry courtiers. 
When evening fell and the shadows 
lengthened, by some mischance tho 
King became separated from his com­ 
panions in the gloom. 
He found himself suddenly quite 
Hone at the foot of a great crag. 
Far away sounded the noise of the 
hunt, but he could see no man any­ 
where and suddenly his horse, an animal 
of mettle—such as it befitted a mon­ 
arch to ride—began to tremble. In 
all his movements, and in his strange 
stare, he exhibited those tokens which, 
to this day, Scotsmen of a superstitious 
nature will declare a proof that the 
horse can see spirits, which any one 
must be convinced give evidence that 
these dumb creatures are capable of 
the most intense terror of the superna­ 
tural, whether that emotion be founded 
on fact or fancy. 
The King's horse, in fact, no longer 
obeyed his master, and it was only by 
the most expert horsemanship that the 
royal rider maintained his seat 
And now suddenly he saw what ter­ 
rified the animal, for there arose be­ 
fore him an immense stag almost twice 
as large m any that had ever been 
seen before, white as snow, with great 
horns like bleached ivory. 
He fixed his immense and brilliant 
eyes upon horse and rider, and on the 
instance the former ran away at full 
speed, followed by the white stag— 
away oyer moss and mire! 
Away! 
away! the white stag gaining ail the 
while, until at last, with a shriek that 
only a terrified horse could utter, the 
creature fell and lay prostrate and mo­ 
tionless. throwing the King. 
The stag, with one wild leap, stood 
over the monarch, who gave himself 
up for dead, when suddenly a figure, 
Strange and beautiful, stood beside 
him, and interposed a cross between 
those mighty horns and the King’s per­ 
son; and the stag, turning, fled back 
to the forest 
The hunters, missing the King, made 
search for him. 
As they rode to and 
fro they caught glimpses of the white 
■tag. but only as a flying vision; yet 
its color, its size and its wonderful 
speed filled them with terror. 
Finally 
they found the hunting cap the King 
had worn upon the ground, and, fol­ 
lowing this clew, came at last to the 
spot where the King’s horse lay, quite 
dead, its eye* wide open, as though 
fixed upon some terrifying object. 
Near by lay the King himself, mo­ 
tionless, silent pallid as a statue of 
marble. 
His 
hands 
were clasped 
about a large cross. 
At first they 
thought that he also was dead, 
but 
shortly he opened his eyes, and told 
them the tale I have told you. 
Moreover, he said that since the 
Sight of the stag he had dreamed a 
dream or had a vision. 
A holy being, 
though he knew not what name be- 
longed to it bad bade him build an 
abbey in the same place, to be called 
the Holy Rood Abbey, to dedicate it 
in honor of the Holy Cross which had 
saved his life, and to build it on the 
spot where he had fallen. 
ITUs tale and the sight of the cross 
vo impressed the wild young nobles 
that they knelt about the King, and 
all devoutly adored the God whose 
mercy had so marvelously preserved 
their monarch, whom they then con­ 
veyed to the chapel, w here the pious 
Alkwine still employed himself in de­ 
votion. 
Here the cross, from which the King 
had never parted, was carefully exam­ 
ined. 
It was of wonderful and intri­ 
cate workmanship, a miracle of deli­ 
cate beauty; and no man could tell of 
what it was made, whether of wood or 
metal: and it was averred that, during 
the 2<,0 years which this cross stood in 
the abbey, no one ever discovered of 
what it was carved; for the abbey was 
built and wa* known to fame long af­ 
ter the King who erected it slept in 
its tomb; and the cross kept its place 
until the son of Robert Bruce bet hosght 
him to take it into battle with him, 
when it fell into English hands, and 
belonged for a long while to Durham 
Cathedral, still a mystery. 
For there 
never was before, nor has been since— 
so say those who ought to know—any­ 
thing in the least like it as to texture. 
As for the white stag, there were 
those who thought they caught a 
glimpse of it flying over the woods and 
vales about the Castle of Edinburgh 
for many years, and who swore they 
saw it by moonlight tasting the waters 
of the Well of Holy Rood; and that 
far away faint bugles rang and the 
sound of baying hounds and hunters’ 
cries on every • ‘Rood Day'’ evening for 
a century or more.

Ballooning as a Sport. 
Ballooning should be encouraged 
aaa recreation. As there is little bal­ 
looning done in this country very few 
know anything of this charming ex­ 
perience, and nearly all have .‘in ex­ 
aggerated idea of its danger. In 
Europe, and espec ially in Paris, frre 
balloon ascents are quite often made, 
and as a natural results the French­ 
men make good balloons. Balloon­ 
ing is not more expensive than yacht­ 
ing. and to my mind it is much more 
interesting. A good silk balloon with 
a capacity for two people—say one 
holding 2d,OOO cubic feet of gas— 
costs in France $500 or $000. Here 
it would cost rather more. The-gas 
ischeaper there also, but if one has a 
good balloon and does his own work 
the whole expense of ballooning here 
ought not to average over $lt)0 for 
eacii ascent. With a little previous 
study and the practical experience of 
a few trips one can manage his own 
balloon. Under ordinary circum­ 
stances two persons make the best 
number for an ascent. A buffoon 
club, having a fleet of well construct­ 
ed balloons, could have excursions 
and races on the same plan {is th at 
of yachting and canoeing. It is {in 
a rt or recreation that has been neg­ 
lected. At all events it has been left 
mostly to professionals, who indulge 
in its most risky features and given 
it tile name of lwdug a very danger­ 
ous sport, which it need not have.— 
Forest and Stream. 


Money Spent for Show. 
Ten thousand carriages in Central 
park have a coachman and footman. 
At least 5,000 more have a coach­ 
man. Twenty-five thousand people 
ride there simply to wait on the rich, 
to minister to the luxury of the opu­ 
lent. Ten thousand of these people 
are lackeys. The gorgeous and im­ 
pressive uniforms—tall hat.s.rosettes, 
top boots, buttons— of the coach­ 
men and lackeys are furnished by 
the owners of the carriages. They 
buy uniforms for the coachmen and 
lackeys just os they buy harness for 
tile horses, and the cost is about the 
same. 
The uniforms cost about 
$150 per carriage. 
For the 5,000 
more modest turnouts, with a plain, 
old fashioned coachman, the uni­ 
form costs about $30. 
It costs $1,500,000 to make the 
coachmen and the lackeys look like 
monkeys. It costs $150,000 more to 
dress up the old fashioned coachman. 
The aggregate is $1,650,000.—New

Will Build Additional Shops. 
A rumor has been current for some 
days that an addition was to be built 
to the Northern Pacific blacksmith 
shops in this city, and a reporter inter­ 
viewed Mr. Wheatley, foreman of the 
blacksmith shops, this morning in re­ 
gard to the matter, and the fact that 
an increase in the size of the shops 
was contemplated was confirmed by 
that gentleman. 
Work has been ac­ 
cumulating in this department for 
some time to such an extent thut Mr. 
Wheatley was convinced that more 
room was necessary, and he laid the 
matter before W. T. Small, superin­ 
tendent of motive power, rolling stock 
and machinery, and submitted plans 
to him of the proposed shops which 
met with Mr. Small’s approval about 
a week ago. The new shops, if built, 
and there seems but little doubt of it 
in the minds of the gentlemen in a 
position to know, will lie 80x100 feet, 
and will be directly east of the pres­ 
ent one, and will be known as a ham­ 
mer shop. A new furnace of larger 
capacity than the present one will be 
necessary, and an additional 3000 
pound hammer will be used. The fact 
that the old scrap iron, which was 
formerly sent to Chicago and other 
I>oints, is being manufactured into 
useful material at the Brainerd shops 
has made the increase necessary, and 
has made additional work for men at 
this point which was formerly done 
elsewhere.

The Prairie t hicken Law. 
The Gun Club of this city has taken 
the matter of stopping the unlawful 
shooting of prairie chickens, grouse 
and partridges in hand, and will 
endeavor to enforce it strictly to the 
letter from this time until the sea­ 
son opens on Augnst 20th. 
If the 
law would be observed by every lover 
of shooting it would be but a year or 
two until as good sport could be found 
on the prairies and brush land in the 
southern portion of this county as is 
boasted of in Western and Northern 
Minnesota. As it is now, however, 
and has been for years jiast, the 
chickens are hunted as soon as they 
are large enough to fly, and it is a 
poor marksman who would let a single 
bird get away out of a whole covey, 
the consequence being that none of 
the covey remain to hatch more birds 
the following season. 
The reward 
offered by the Club together with 
half the fine imposed by the state, 
which goes to the complainant, is 
enough of an object for the people 
who live in the chicken country to 
watch who hunts before the law is out 
and make an example of them. The 
following notices have been jioste* 
all over the county: 
Ten D o l l a r s R e w a r d : — The Brain-j 
erd Gun Club will pay the above re­ 
ward for information that will lead to 
the arrest and conviction of any party 
or parties who violate the game law 
in regard to killing prairie chickens, 
Sjuse or partridges, as prescribed by 
apter 205 of the general laws ol’ 
1889. The.law prescribes a fine of $25, 
one-half of which goes to the com 
plainant.

Started for Grand Rapids. 
The steamer Lottie Lee started W ed- 
nesday for up-river, carrying mer 
chandise for Grand Rapids, at tho 
head of Mississippi navigation. This 
is the first steamboat trip ever made 
from Brainerd for the whole reach ol! 
river to the great rapids that end tho 
navigable point of the Father of 
Waters. A line of boats from this city 
has been long the dream of an am­ 
bitious people, says a correspondent, 
and the new importance of Grand 
Rapids as a town, since the railroad 
from Dnluth has reached it, and tho 
rush there, gives hope that the Lottie 
Lee is the purcursor of a good river 
business between the 
two places. 
The river distance is something over 
200 miles. 
Many settlements are 
opened along the way and until a 
railroad is built direct from this place 
there must needs be very much traffic 
for boats. A line has long run, and 
now nms, from Aitkin, but the stretch 
of river between Aitkin and Brainerd 
las only been made navigable all tin 
way by the recent improvements at 
this place.

Will Build Additional Shops. 
A rumor has been current for some 
days that an addition was to be built 
to the Northern Pacific blacksmith 
shops in this city, and a reporter inter­ 
viewed Mr. Wheatley, foreman of the 
blacksmith shops, this morning in re­ 
gard to the matter, and the fact that 
an increase in the size of the shops 
was contemplated was confirmed by 
that gentleman. 
Work has been ac­ 
cumulating in this department for 
some time to such an extent that Mr. 
Wheatley was convinced that more 
room was necessary, and he laid the 
matter before W. T. Small, superin­ 
tendent of motive power, rolling stock 
and machinery, and submitted plans 
to him of the proposed shops which 
met with Mr. Small’s approval about 
a week ago. The new shope, if built, 
aud there seems but little doubt of it 
in the minds of the gentlemen in a 
position to know, will be 80x100 feet, 
and will be directly east of the pres­ 
ent one, and will be known as a ham­ 
mer shop. A new furnace of larger 
capacity than the present one will be 
necessary, and an additional 3000 
pound hammer will be used. The fact 
that the old scrap iron, which was 
formerly sent to Chicago and other 
[K)ints, is being manufactured into 
useful material at the Brainerd shops 
has made the increase necessary, and 
has made additional work for men at 
this point which was formerly done 
elsewhere. 


A serious Accident.

The bullet has not yet been 
removed, but we understand that the 
young lady is improving. 


The Prairie t hicken L aw . 
The Gun Club of this city has taken 
the matter of stopping the unlawful 
shooting of prairie chickens, grouse 
and partridges m hand, and will 
endeavor to enforce it strictly to tho 
letter from this time until the sea­ 
son opens on August 20th. 
If the 
law would be observed by every lover 
of shooting it would be but a year or 
two until as good sport could be found 
on the prairies and brush land in the 
southern portion of this county as is 
boasted of in Western and Northern 
Minnesota As it is now, however, 
and has been for years past. the 
chickens are hunted as soon as they 
are large enough to fly, and it is a 
poor marksman who would let a single 
bird get away out of a whole covey, 
the consequence being that none of 
the covey remain to hatch more birds 
the following season. 
The reward, 
offered by the Club together with 
half the fine imposed by the state, 
which goes to the complainant, is 
enough of an object for the people 
who live in the chicken country to 
watch who hunts before the law is out 
and make an example of them. The 
following notices have been (hosted 
all over the county: 
T is D o l l a r s Rzwabd:—The Brain­ 
erd Gun Club will pay the above re­ 
ward for information that will lead to 
the arrest and conviction of any party 
or parties who violate the game law 
in regard to killing prairie chickens, 
grouse or partridges, as prescribed by 
Chapter 2ri5 of the general laws of 
1889. The law prescribes a fine of $25, 
one-half of which goes to the com­ 
plainant.

Chained ro the Floor. 
A telegram from Duluth says: A 
case of almost unheard of cruelty has 
i 
ust come to light in West Superior. 
Tor downright depravity and inhu 
inanity it cannot be excelled in the 
annals of crime. 
On the corner of 
Banks avenue and Seventh street a 
little boy under 12 years of age hai 
been kept imprisoned and in chains 
in the cellar of a building there, with 
no bed but the cold damp ground and 
no covering at night. 
His food con­ 
sisted mainly of scraps and bones, 
such as a dog would not eat unless 
forced to through hunger. His cries 
for help have not been heeded, and 
he has gradually wasted away until 
he is almost a skeleton. 
lhe credit 
of bringing the matter to light and 
unearthing the hideous wrong belongs 
in a large measure to J. D. Dickson, 
one of the employes of the steel plant. 
Mr. Dickson has been suspicious of 
there being something wrong about 
the premises for some time. On Mon­ 
day night last with the aid of Ser­ 
geant Douglas and two policemen, he 
gained access to where the boy was 
imprisoned. A pitiful sight was pre­ 
sented to the party. 
The poor little 
fellow, almost naked, waslyiDg in the 
ground, his hands chained behind 
him. His physical strength had be­ 
come so much exhausted by his ter­ 
rible sufferings that he was unable to 
speak to, or even realize the presence 
of his deliverers. 
There is no doubt 
that another week would have ended 
ed the silent tragedy. He was releas­ 
ed and taken in charge by the officers 
It is not now known what action will 
be taken in the matter, as everybody 
about the premises claims to have 
been ignorant of the boy’s condition, 
but surely some one should, and prob­ 
ably will, be punished for such in­ 
human cruelty.

At Buffalo, N. Y., Mrs. Wade, who 
keeps a boarding house on East Market 
street, Mary Sylvia, aged 16 years, and 
her brother John, aged 14,were arrested 
charged with attempting to poison Annie 
Silkes, a dissolute woman, who lived 
w ith the children's father. 
The W ashburn B mill, at Minneapo­ 
lis was started up Thursday, after an 
idleness since March. 
The Pillsbury A 
was placed in operation Mondav and is 
now running at full blast. 
The mill 
was shut down just three weeks—the 
longest time it has been idle in several 
years. 
At Lynn, Mass., a story-and-a-half 
dwelling, partially ©ompleted, fell in. 
completely wrecking the building and 
instantly killing Mary McCabe, aged 14; 
probably fatally injuring Katie G riffin, 
aged 14, and slightly injuring thre* 
other children. 
The children took re f­ 
uge in the building from the rain.

When evening fell and the shadows 
lengthened, by some mischance the 
King became separated from his com­ 
panions in the gloom. 
He found himself suddenly quite 
alone at the foot of 
a great crag. 
Far away sounded the noise of the 
hunt, but he could see no man any­ 
where and suddenly his horse, an animal 
of mettle—such as it befitted a mon­ 
arch to ride—began to tremble. 
In 
all his movements, and in his strange 
stare, he exhibited those tokens which, 
to this day, Scotsmen of a superstitious 
nature will declare a proof that the 
horse can see spirits, which any on* 
must be convinced give evidence that 
these dumb creatures are capable of 
the most intense terror of the superna­ 
tural, whether that emotion be founded 
on fact or fancy. 
The King’s horse, in fact, no longer 
obeyed his master, and it was only by 
the most expert horsemanship that the 
royal rider maintained his seat. 
And now suddenly he saw what ter­ 
rified the animal, for there arose be­ 
fore him an immense stag almost twice 
as large as any that had ever been 
seen before, white as snow, with great 
horns like bleached ivory. 
He fixed his immense and brilliant 
eyes upon horse and rider, and on the 
instance the former ran away at full 
speed, followed by the white stag— 
away oyer moss 
and mire! 
Away! 
away! the white stag gaining all the 
while, until at last, with a shriek that 
only a terrified horse could utter, the 
creature fell and lay prostrate and mo­ 
tionless, throwing the King. 
The stag, with one wild leap, stood 
over the monarch, who gave himself 
up for dead, when suddenly a figure, 
strange and beautiful, 
stooa beside 
him, and interposed a cross between 
those mighty horns and the King's per- 
ton; and the stag, turning, fled back 
to the forest 
The hunters, missing the King, made 
search for him. 
As they rode to and 
fro they caught glimpses of the white 
stag, but only as a 
flying vision; yet 
it* color, its size and its wonderful 
gpeed filled them with terror. 
Finally 
tney found the hunting cap the King 
had worn upon the ground, and, fol­ 
lowing this clew, came at last to the 
spot where the King’s horse lay, quite 
dead, its eyes wide open, as though 
fixed upon some terrifying object. 
N ear by lay the King himself, mo­ 
tionless, silent, pallid as a statue of 
marble. 
His 
hands 
were clasped 
about a large cross. 
At first they 
thought that he also was dead, 
but 
shortly he opened his eyes, and told 
them the tale I have told you. 
Moreover, he said that since the 
flight of the stag he had dreamed a 
dream or had a vision. 
A holy being, 
though he knew not what name be­ 
longed to it, had bade him build an 
abbey in the same place, to be called 
the Holy Rood Abbey, 
to dedicate it 
in honor of the Holy Cross which had 
6ayed his life, and to build it on the 
spot where he had fallen. 
ITUs tale and the sight of the cross 
vo impressed the wild young nobles 
that they knelt about the King, and 
all devoutly adored the God whose 
mercy had so marvelously preserved 
their monarch, whom they then con­ 
veyed to the chapel, where the pious 
Alkwine still employed himself in de­ 
votion. 
Here the cross, from which the King 
had never parted, was carefully exam­ 
ined. 
It was of wonderful and intri­ 
cate workmanship, a miracle of deli­ 
cate beauty; and no man could tell of 
what it was made, whether of wood or 
metal; and it was averred that, during 
the 2u0 years which this cross stood in 
the abbey, no one ever discovered of 
what It was carved; for the abbey was 
built and wa* known to fame long af­ 
ter tie King who erected it slept in 
its tomb; and the cross kept it3 place 
until the son of Robert Bruce bethought 
him to take it into battle with him, 
when it fell into English hands, 
and 
belonged for a long while to Durham 
Cathedral, still a mystery. 
For there 
never was before, nor has been since 
so say those who ought to know—any­ 
thing in the least like it as to texture. 
As for the white stag, there were 
those who thought they caught a 
glimpse of it flying over the woods and 
vales about the Castle of Edinburgh 
for many years, and who swore they 
saw it by moonlight tasting the waters 
of the Well of Holy Rood; and th at 
far away faint bugles rang and tte 
sound of baying hounds and hunters’ 
cries on every “ Rood Day'1 evening for 
a century or more.

It i* slated on excellent authority th at the 
m atter fia# already been twioe considered 
in cabinet w ithout 
conclusion 
having 
been arrived at, but as all matter* discussed 
at a m eeting of the cabinet are supposed to 
be absolutely confidentially, no confirm a­ 
tion can l>e had from any of President H ar­ 
rison’s official adviser*. 
It is stated, how ­ 
ever, th at som e of the mem bers of the cab­ 
inet are opposed to tlie plan, a# they th in k 
it m ight react on the adm inistration and 
would do m ore harm to th e farm ers of the 
Northw est than it would to the Canadian 
railroad#. 
lu 1888. during the fisheries discussion, 
President Cleveland proposed som ething of 
this kind in a iiie-*age to congress.

The gas 
ischeaper there also, but if one has a 
good balloon and does his own work 
the whole expense of ballooning here 
ought not to overage over $100 (or 
each ascent. 
With a little previous 
study and the practical experience ol 
a few trips one can manage his own 
balloon.

stances two persons make the best 
number for an ascent. A baboon 
club, having a fleet of well construct­ 
ed balloons, could have excursions 
and races on the same plan as th at 
of yachting and canoeing.

At all events il has been left 
mostly to professionals, who indulge 
in its most risky features and given

Journal has been misinformed in re­ 
gard to the matter, for many of the 
noble red men were loaded to the neck 
with whisky, although none of them 
took part in the daflce. 
Indians will 
get whisky every time they are allow­ 
ed to leave the reservation. 


The bridge across the river has been 
fixed to such an extent that teams are 
now allowed to cross, although the 
work on it is by no means completed. 
Its condition at the time travel was 
stopped was extremely dangerous, 
the timbers in some places having be­ 
come 
rotten two-thirds 
the way 
through and they were the ones on 
which the strain came. The only 
wonder is that the structure did not 
fall into the river. 
The county com­ 
missioners will see that it is placed in 
an entirely safe condition before the 
job is completed. 


Dr. L. M. Roberts and family will 
leave Brainerd on Monday for North- 
field, Minn., where the genial doctor 
succeeds to a large and lucrative 
practice of a retiring physician of the 
homoepathic school. Tho Doctor has 
resided in this city for several years 
and has become quite prominent in 
his profession, being at the present 
time both city and county physician, 
and president of the board of health.

The Prairie Chicken Law. 
The Gun Club of this city has taken 
the matter of stopping the unlawful 
shooting of prairie chickens, grouse 
and partridges m hand, and will 
endeavor to enforce it strictly to tho 
letter from this time until the sea­ 
son opens on August 20th. 
If the 
law would be observed by every lover 
of shooting it would be but a year or 
two until as good sport could be found 
on the prairies and brush land in the 
southern portion of this county as is 
boasted of in Western and Northern 
Minnesota 
As it is now, however, 
and has been for years past, the 
chickens are hunted as soon as they 
are large enough to fly, and it is a 
poor marksman who would let a single 
bird get away out of a whole covey, 
the consequence being that none of 
the covey remain to hatch more birds 
the following season. 
The reward 
offered by the Club together with 
half the fine imposed by the state, 
which goes to the complainant, is 
enough of an object for the people 
who live in the chicken country to 
watch who hunts before the law is out 
and make an example of them.

Started for Grand Rapids. 
The steamer Lottie Lee started Wed- 
nesday for up-river, carrying mer­ 
chandise for Grand Rapids, at tho 
head of Mississippi navigation. 
This 
is the first steamboat trip ever made 
from Brainerd for the whole reach of 
river to the great rapids that end tho 
navigable point of the Father of 
Waters. 
A line of boats from this city 
has been long the dream of an am­ 
bitious people, says a correspondent, 
and the new importance of Grand 
Rapids as a town, since the railroad 
from Duluth has reached it, and the 
rush there, gives hope that the Lottie 
Lee is the purcursor of a good river 
business between the 
two places. 
The river distance is something over 
200 miles. 
Many settlements are 
opened along the way and until a 
railroad is built direct from this place 
there must needs be very much traffic 
for boats. 
A line has long run, and 
now runs, from Aitkin, but the stretch 
of river between Aitkin and Brainerd 
has only been made navigable all the 
way by the recent improvements at 
this place.
